so as to include the words 
‘Federal or State Aided Hous- 
ing Projects, including multi- 
ple unit buildings’ in the 
law. This phrase would-be ne ~- 
essary, Smith pointed out, if 
the Housing Authority were to 
be able to build the type of 
house planned for its Housing 
for the Aged. 

Smith told the Planning Board 
that the Housing Authority has 
an option to buy six acres of 
land, from an 8% a: fact 
owed by nelson Huntley, on 
Burlington Avenue, opposite 
Chestnut Street. 

The option will not be exer- 
cised, he said, unless boring 
and other tests show that the 
land will be suitable. 

The Housing Authority has au- 
thority, voted in the annual 
town meeting, to build up to 
forty units or apartments, in 
a Housing for the Aged project 
if it determines that the need 
for such housing should be ful 
filled.

ne Melteee and the Finance Committee, last 
Thursdey evening, at which time the Selectmen 
agreed to call for a Special Town Meeting is 
perhaps the best augur of the actions in the 
coming meeting. 

It was, we are told, a pretty rough meeting. 
The Selectmen and the Finance Committee found 
themselves on the same side of the fence, and 
the School Building Committee was definitely on 
the defensive.

Attorney Simon Cutter, representing the New 
England Gas Company seeks to have an article in 
the warrant that will change the zoning by-laws 
so that a gas manufacturing plant can be erect- 
ed anywhere in an industrial zone. 

New England Gas, as we all know, has been 
having quite a hard time, with the Board of Ap- 
peals. If the zoning laws can be changed the 
Board of Appeals decisions will be just so much 
water over the dam. 

Mr. Cutter will have his work cut out for 
him. He will have to persuade the Planning 
Board to approve. He will have to, persuade at 
least two thirds of the voters present, too.’ It 
should be quite an event. 

Then there are two other articles that per- 
haps won't engender so much heat, but which 
will be interesting, if the Selectmen approve 
of putting them in the warrant. 

The Wilmington Ford Sales people own land 
on Lower Main Street, that they have bought 
from the Calandresllo farm. They seek to have 
this lend rezoned, so that they can erect a 
s@les rom there. Again they must persuade the 
Planning Board, and two thirds of those present 
at the Town Meeting. 

The same company is also seeking to buy from 
the town a portion of land adjoining the Town 
Memorial Park. We don't forsee any fireworks 
there, but one can never tells The VFW wants 
to buy land too. 

We would also be not to surprised to seem 
article which would seek to rezone some land 
that the Wilmington Housing Authority wants to 
buy, or that waild in some other way allow them 
to build multiple apartment houses, in their 
Housing for the Aged project. 

And last but perhaps not least, we wouldn't 
be surprised tc see an article for a new fire 
engine. A little birdie whispered into our ear 
that such an article might be in the warrant.
